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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

For  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circum- 
stances of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  District  at  mid- June  1970  was 
20,560  which  is  an  increase  of  680  over  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  313  (11  of  which  were  illegitimate) 
which  is  72  more  than  in  1969.  The  crude  birth  rate  foT  the  year  was  15.2  (adjusted  16.0)  per  1,000 
estimated  population.  The  birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster  were  16.0 
and  16.9  (adjusted  17.2)  respectively.  The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  rose  from  7 to  11. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1970  was  298  which  is  19  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate  was  14.5  (adjusted  8.4)  per  1,000  estimated  popula- 
tion. The  adjusted  death  rate  figure  takes  into  account  the  fact  that  the  population  of  the  District 
comprises  a very  high  proportion  of  elderly  persons.  The  death  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole 
and  for  Lancashire  were  11.7  and  12.5  (adjusted  13.6))  respectively. 

The  Registrar  General  provides  a table  giving  the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  this  table 
is  reproduced  in  the  Report.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  160  of  the  298  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
75  years  of  age  or  over.  Of  these  24  were  over  90  of  whom  4 females  had,  in  fact,  reached  the  age  of 
100  years.  A further  81  were  between  65  and  75  years  of  age.  These  two  groups  between  them  ac- 
count for  241  or  81  per  cent  of  the  total  of  298  deaths. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  the  number  who  died  from  malignant  disease  decreased  by  a 
further  9 from  39  to  30  with  cancer  of  the  lung  deaths  5 as  compared  with  10.  The  recent  report  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  has  drawn  attention  to  evidence  that  smoking,  and  in  particular 
cigarette  smoking,  is  even  more  damaging  to  health  than  was  previously  thought.  Deaths  from 
heart  diseases  numbered  117,  an  increase  of  5 compared  with  1969  but  those  from  ischaemic  heart 
disease  (coronary  disease)  decreased  slightly  from  84  to  82.  Cerebrovascular  disease  (strokes) 
accounted  for  59  deaths  as  compared  with  53  in  1969.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  responsible  for 
4 deaths  as  compared  with  only  1 in  the  previous  year  whilst  other  accidents  were  the  cause  of  9 
as  compared  with  5. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  in  1970  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was  5 as  compared 
with  only  1 in  the  previous  year.  Whilst  this  increase  is,  of  course,  regrettable  such  fluctuations  are 
not  uncommon  when  dealing  with  comparatively  small  numbers.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for 
the  District  of  16  per  1,000  live  births  still  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  - 
18.0  and  for  Lancashire  - 19.8.  It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  seventh  year  in  succession 
there  were  no  deaths  arising  from  childbirth  which,  as  I have  stated  before,  should  be  regarded  as 
a high  tribute  to  the  standard  of  medical  and  nursing  care  provided  for  the  District. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  286  compared  with 
180  in  1969.  Measles  accounted  for  239  or  84  per  cent  of  this  total  as  compared  with  only  28  cases 
in  the  previous  year.  As  stated  in  my  last  Report  a vaccine  is  now  available  against  measles  and  it 
is  hoped  that  parents  of  children  who  have  not  had  the  disease  will  have  them  protected  - a simple 
procedure  involving  only  one  injection  - so  that  measles  may  be  eradicated  as  has  been  practically 
so  in  several  other  infectious  diseases.  During  the  year  1970,  protection  against  yet  another  infec- 
tious disease  became  available  - namely  rubella  or  german  measles.  This  disease  is  now  recognised 
as  a serious  danger  to  women  during  pregnancy  because  of  its  potentially  harmful  effects  on  the  un- 
born child  resulting  in  congenital  abnormalities.  Vaccination  against  german  measles  is  offered  to  all 
girls  between  the  ages  of  11  and  14  years  of  age  and  again  only  one  injection  is  required.  The  avail- 
ability of  these  new  vaccines  must  not,  however,  lead  to  the  neglect  of  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox,  otherwise  there  is  a real  danger  of  the  re- 
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appearance  of  these  diseases  as  has  been  emphasised  by  the  recent  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  Man- 
chester. Returning  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  during  the  past  year,  one  is 
pleased  to  note  that  there  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  or  dysentery.  Notifications 
of  infective  jaundice  numbered  12  against  none  in  the  previous  year.  This  disease  was  made  gener- 
ally notifiable  in  1968  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective  Jaundice  Regulations).  This  is  a virus 
disease  and  there  are  no  known  really  effective  measures  of  control  although  strict  attention  to 
personal  hygiene  is  important. 

The  year  1970  was  European  Conservation  Year  and  much  of  the  publicity  arising  there- 
from seemed  to  recognise  and  emphasise  the  value  of  the  efforts  being  made  by  Local  Authorities 
and  particularly  Health  Departments  in  regard  to  promoting  healthier  environmental  conditions. 
Such  matters  as  supervision  of  food  and  water  supplies,  housing,  clean  air,  refuse  collection  and 
disposal,  sewage  treatment  and  disposal,  and  noise  abatement  all  require  constant  vigilance. 

In  regard  to  housing,  the  Council’s  warden  supervised  bungalow  schemes  for  the  elderly 
have  proved  so  successful  that  the  96  bungalows  and  flats  have  an  increasing  waiting  list.  It  may 
well  be  that  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  a further  site  in  the  near  future.  It  is  a matter  for 
satisfaction  that  the  Council  have  now  approved  a scheme  of  48  one  and  two  bedroomed  flats  and 
work  on  these  is  due  to  commence  in  1971.  This  type  of  accommodation  should  go  far  in  helping 
present  housing  difficulties. 

Food  hygiene  in  the  various  food  premises  in  the  District,  meat  inspection  and  milk  sampling 
all  continued  to  receive  attention  during  the  year.  In  regard  to  milk  sampling  particular  attention  has 
been  paid  to  sampling  for  brucella  infection  which  if  present  in  milk  can  cause  the  disease  known 
as  undulant  fever  in  man.  Pasteurisation  renders  the  milk  safe  for  consumption  but  the  ultimate  aim 
is,  of  course,  the  eradication  of  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  McFarlane  and  the  staff  for  their  willing  assistance 
and  co-operation  at  all  times.  I am,  also,  grateful  to  other  officers  and  staff  for  their  readiness  to 
help  whenever  this  is  needed. 

I must  also  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  encouragement.

Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the 
North  East  being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  in  the  South  West  being  55  feet 
above  the  datum  line.  Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the  district. 

There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area,  from  East  to  West.  These  are: — Sharoe 
Brook,  Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook.  Eaves  Brook  forms  the  Southern  boundary 
of  the  district  and  separates  the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston.  The  Savick 
Brook  is  the  largest  of  the  four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  and  after  heavy  rain  it  frequently 
overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the  adjoining  lands. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the 
Triassic  age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool).  Most  of  this 
floor  is  impermeable,  but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North 
West  through  part  of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base 
there  are  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet  — the  Lower  Boulder 
Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies 
considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In  the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or 
hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering  of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thick- 
ness. Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of  clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All 
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the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness.  Towards  the  Western  side 
of  the  district,  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting  upon  sand  of  up 
to  30  feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath,  which  varies  considerably  in 
thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane 
rising  to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of 
170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone, 
Lakeland  Traps,  Granites  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice 
movement.  Occasionally  granite  from  Crififel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway  may  be  found.  Water 
bearing  seams  occur  at  the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Clay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle 
Drift.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District 

There  are  no  large  industrial  concerns  in  the  district  which  is  primarily  residential  with 
wide  streets  and  avenues,  and  housing  of  an  excellent  and  substantial  character.  The  district  has 
been  included  in  the  proposals  for  the  new  city  of  Central  Lancashire. 

On  the  outskirts  of  the  area  there  remain  some  dairy  farms  and  a small  amount  of  culti- 
vation, but  year  by  year  more  agricultural  land  is  taken  over  for  private  housing  development 
which  continues  commensurate  with  the  demands  of  prospective  residents  of  the  district. 

There  are  two  branches  of  the  Lancashire  County  Library  in  Fulwood.  One  in  Garstang 
Road,  serving  the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  the  other  serving  the  Southern  area  situated  in 
Sharoe  Green  Lane. 

A wide  variety  of  sports  and  recreation  is  available  to  Fulwood  residents  including  an 
active  over  60’s  club.  There  is  an  old  established  golf  club,  tennis  club  and  private  bowling  club 
in  the  district.  Several  amateur  football  clubs  are  active  in  local  leagues,  and  there  are  two  well 
known  cricket  clubs,  one  with  their  ground  in  Fulwood,  the  other  situated  on  the  northern  bound- 
ary of  the  district. 
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There  are  two  large  playing  fields  in  Fulwood  situated  in  Garstang  Road  and  Cadley 
Causeway.  These  are  Council  owned  and  maintained  and  both  are  equipped  with  a children’s 
playing  area.  A further  large  area  of  land  off  Conway  Drive  has  been  acquired  by  the  Council 
and  this  is  to  be  laid  out  for  playing  fields  with  a variety  of  sports  being  accommodated.  A pavi- 
lion with  changing  rooms,  showers  etc.,  will  be  constructed  on  this  land. 


Old  People’s  Welfare 

The  well  being  of  our  senior  citizens  was  to  the  fore  in  the  work  of  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  Councillor  Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard,  J.P.  The  voluntary  visiting 
panel  were  able  to  give  valuable  assistance  to  many  elderly  persons  from  time  to  time  who  through 
ill  health  or  disability  were  unable  to  leave  their  houses.  The  older  girls  of  both  Fulwood  County 
Secondary,  and  St.  Cuthbert  Mayne  Secondary  Schools  arranged  their  own  visiting  service  and  did 
much  useful  work  in  assisting  the  older  people. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  was  operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  throughout 
the  year.  Cooked  meals  were  delivered  three  times  a week  to  the  homes  of  old  and  handicapped 
persons  at  a nominal  charge.  The  Council  subsidises  part  of  the  cost.  This  is  a service  which  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  derive  benefit  from  it. 

The  total  number  of  bungalows  and  flats  available  on  the  Poole  Road  and  the  Filberts 
estates  is  96,  and  these  accommodate  well  over  a hundred  elderly  persons,  with  their  welfare  being 
looked  after  by  three  resident  wardens.  Mrs.  E.  Mairs  keeps  a watchful  eye  over  all  proceedings 
on  the  Poole  Road  estate,  which  she  has  done  so  for  the  past  five  years.  Unfortunately  on  the 
Filberts  estate  there  were  numerous  changes  in  wardenship  during  the  year.  Mrs.  A.  Parkinson  left 
in  January,  and  Mrs.  J.  Stephenson  who  commenced  in  February  departed  in  July.  Mrs.  M.  E. 
Moxham  took  over  the  reins  in  August  and  has  very  capably  looked  after  her  half  of  the  estate  since 
then.  The  other  half  of  the  site  was  only  affected  by  one  change.  Mrs.  R.  Tickle  left  in  October, 
and  Mrs.  M.  M.  Rose  commenced  in  November  and  soon  dropped  into  the  ways  of  running  the 
site. 


The  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  also  provided  accommodation  for  elderly  persons.  One 
home  is  available  under  this  scheme,  and  houses  six  persons  who  are  provided  with  two  main 
meals  each  day,  prepared  by  the  resident  warden.  A weekly  full  board  charge  is  made  for  this.  This 
scheme  makes  a useful  contribution  to  the  Welfare  of  the  aged. 

The  Fulwood  Housing  Association  has  acquired  a large  older  type  house  which  after  the 
necessary  alterations  have  been  carried  out,  will  house  seven  elderly  persons  on  a similar  basis  to 
the  Abbeyfield  house.  In  addition  one  room  will  be  available  for  short  term  stay  residents.

This  figure  includes  approximately  400  persons  resident  in  the  institutions  in  the  district. 


Deaths  and  Death  Rates 


The  figures  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted 
death  rates  were  14.5  and  8.4  compared  with  14.0  and  8.5  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  298  an  increase  of  19  on  the 
figure  for  1969.  The  following  table  shows  that  a high  proportion  of  the  deaths  were  above  the 
age  of  70  years.

During  the  year  there  were  100  deaths  in  the  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  35.  F.  65). 


Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Registrar  General  in  addition  to  supplying  particulars  of  neo-natal  mortality  (deaths  of 
infants  under  four  weeks  of  age)  has  also  supplied  information  as  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  week  of  age  (early  neo-natal  mortality)  and  has  also  included  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  i.e.  the 
number  of  stillbirths  and  early  neo-natal  deaths  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 

Five  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  week,  giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  4.0  for  1969. 
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Infant  Mortality 

There  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  compared  with  1 in  1969.  This  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  16.0  as  against  4.0  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole  was  18.0. 

The  causes  of  death  of  the  5 infants  are  given  below 

Male  6 hours  — Cardio  Respiratory  Failure/Prematurity. 

Male  7 hours  — Cardio  Respiratory  Failure/Prematurity. 

Female  1 hour  — Gross  Congenital  Abnormalities. 

Male  3 hours  — Respiratory  Distress  Syndrome/Prematurity 

Male  7 hours  — Respiratory  Failure/Prematurity. 


Laboratory  Service 

Both  the  Public  Health  and  Group  Laboratories  are  situated  in  Meadow  Street,  Preston. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  routine  samples  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  water  were  continued 
during  the  year  together  with  the  biological  examination  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacillus 
and  brucella  organisms,  and  also  the  examination  of  faecal  specimens  and  suspected  foods  in  cases 
of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery. 

A total  of  113  samples  and  sp)ecimens  were  submitted  and  examined  during  the  year  and  re- 
ports subsequently  issued  on  the  results  of  the  various  tests. 

Chemical  analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 


Hospital  Services 

For  patients  from  Fulwood  there  are  ten  hospitals  available.  These  are  all  under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  administered  locally  by  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  These  are: —

Saint  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Mount  Street,  Preston,  a voluntary  hospital  for  medical  and  surgical 
cases,  is  also  available  but  only  for  some  geriatric  accommodation  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Specialised  clinics  are  held  at  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  Advice  and  treatment  are  free  and 
strictly  confidential. 

Ante-Natal  Services 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  provided  by  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  at  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  These  facilities  were  no  doubt  extensively  used  by  women 
from  this  district,  but  no  actual  details  of  the  numbers  attending  are  available. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  controlled  by  County  Council  Midwifery  Sisters  was  also  held  once  a 
week  at  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Clinic,  Lytham  Road,  Fulwood. 
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SERVICES  OF  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  IN  THE  AREA 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  provide  the  following  services  which  are  administered  on  their 
behalf  by  Health  Division  No.  4 from  the  Joint  Divisional  Office,  East  Cliff,  Preston.  Telephone: 
Preston  54868.  Dr.  J.  Walker  is  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Ambulance  Service.  This  service  is  controlled  from  the  Ambulance  Headquarters  at  Broughton  House, 
Garstang  Road.  The  ambulances  are  under  radio  control  and  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  area  of 
Health  Division  No.  4 north  of  the  Ribble,  in  which  Fulwood  is  included. 

Chiropody  Service.  A free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  people,  registered  handicapped 
persons  and  expectant  mothers.  A special  clinic  for  this  is  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at 
the  County  Council  Clinic,  Lytham  Road.  A domiciliary  service  is  available  for  those  who  are  unable 
to  attend  the  clinic.. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Fulwood  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  provide  a chiropody  clinic 
for  elderly  persons  only.  Sessions  are  held  regularly  at  the  Galloway  Hall,  Brackenbury  Road.  Treat- 
ment is  also  given  in  the  homes  of  the  sick  and  disabled. 

Home  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  are  employed  in  the  district  for  a variety  of  cases  including: — 
confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity.  Night  Helps  may  be  employed  where  needed.  Appli- 
cation for  this  service  must  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Health  Division 
No.  4.

A diagnostic  clinic  for  deafness,  particularly  in  infancy,  was  held  regularly  at  the  County 
Council  Clinic. 


School  Medical  Service.  Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
school  nurses  at  the  various  schools  in  the  district.  Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments  or 
special  examinations  can  receive  attention  at  the  Clinic.  In  addition,  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of 
children  under  observation  where  necessary. 

Ophthalmic,  Dental  and  Speech  Therapy  Services  are  available  at  the  County  Council  Clinic, 
Lytham  Road  for  children  from  this  area. 


Ante-Natal  Clinic.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  was  held  at  the  (County  Council  Clinic,  Lytham  Road, 
once  a week.  The  number  attending  during  1970  was  128  and  the  number  of  attendances  was  485. 
The  clinic  is  open  one  morning  per  week  for  cervical  cytology  tests,  and  during  the  year  a total 
of  353  smears  was  taken. 
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Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons.  The  Centre  situated  in  Brackenbury  Road  and  run  by  the  County 
Council  was  in  use  from  Monday  to  Thursday  inclusive  each  week,  as  a handicraft  centre  for  handi- 
capped persons. 

In  addition  to  this  the  County  Council  continued  to  hold  their  Social  and  Handicraft  centre 
every  Friday  afternoon  at  the  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury  Road,  as  the  other 
centre  was  not  big  enough  to  accommodate  the  numbers  who  attend  this  session. 

The  Derby  School  for  the  Partially  Sighted  situated  in  Lytham  Road,  continued  its  useful 
work.  This  is  a residential  school  for  children,  and  there  are  also  workshops  for  adults,  where  such 
articles  as  baskets,  brushes  and  woollens  are  made. 

Family  Planning.  A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  in  operation  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  Lytham 
Road  on  Monday  evenings  and  is  staffed  by  the  Family  Planning  Association. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and  measles,  and  immu- 
nisation against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  are  all  available  free  of  charge  at  the  County 
Council  Clinics.  The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  supplied  the  following  details: —

Tuberculosis.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  the  hospital  and  sanatorium  accommodation  for 
patients  suffering  from  this  disease.  A chest  clinic  for  patients  residing  in  this  district  is  situated  at 
Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  The  clinic  is  staffed  by  Chest  Physicians  with  the  County  Council’s  Tubercu- 
losis Visitor  attached  to  it.  The  Tuberculosis  Visitor  is  primarily  engaged  in  home  visiting  to  advise 
patients  regarding  their  own  health  and  the  protection  of  other  members  of  the  family.  B.C.G.  vacci- 
nation is  available  to  contacts  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  to  13  year 
and  older  children  under  the  School  Health  Service.

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  286  compared  with  180  the  previous  year.  The 
incidence  of  measles  was  high  in  1970  and  accounted  for  84%  of  the  notifications  received. 

Comments  on  some  of  the  notifiable  diseases  are  given  below: - 

Scarlet  Fever.  12  cases  were  notified  during  1970  as  against  9 in  the  previous  year.  All  were 
of  a mild  nature  only  with  most  of  them  being  nursed  at  home. 


Whooping  Cough.  There  were  1 1 cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year  under 
review  compared  with  none  in  1969  and  only  3 and  5 respectively  in  1967  and  1968. 

Measles.  A high  incidence  of  measles  was  recorded  during  the  year.  239  cases  compared  with 
only  28  the  previous  year.  A partial  cause  of  this  could  be  that  in  1969  the  vaccination  against  this 
disease  was  restricted  owing  to  the  lack  of  supplies  of  the  vaccine.  Supplies  of  the  vaccine  are  now 
ample. 


Poliomyelitis.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  eleventh  year  running  no  cases  of  polio- 
myelitis were  notified  in  tWs  district. 

Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery.  There  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  either  of  these  diseases 
during  the  year.  Notifications  showed  a considerable  decrease  with  7 cases  of  food  poisoning  and 
3 of  dysentery  compared  with  65  and  73  respectively  in  1969.  Faecal  specimens  were  obtained  from 
cases  and  contacts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  but  in  only  one 
case  was  the  causative  organism  (Salmonella  Typhimurium)  ascertained. 

Infective  Jaundice.  This  disease  became  notifiable  in  1968  under  the  Public  Health  (Infective 
Jaundice)  Regulations,  and  during  the  year  under  review  12  cases  were  notified  as  against  none  in 
1969. 


Undulant  Fever.  This  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  but  when  cases  do  occur,  notification  is  given 
to  this  oflfice  by  the  General  Practitioners.  No  cases  or  suspected  cases  were  reported  during  the 
year.  Routine  investigation  of  raw  milk  was,  however,  still  carried  out. 

General.  During  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  on  the  following  two  occasions  in 
connection  with  Typhoid  Fever. 

1.  In  September  we  were  informed  that  a tour  party  had  returned  home  after  a holiday 
in  Tangiers  arid  Spain,  and  one  member  whose  home  was  in  Cheshire,  had  developed  an  illness 
which  had  been  confirmed  as  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever.  All  members  of  this  party  being  contacts, 
had  to  be  visited  and  names  and  addresses  were  passed  to  all  appropriate  authorities.  In  our  case 
only  one  Fulwood  resident  had  been  a member  of  this  tour  party  and  the  necessary  investigations 
were  carried  out  with  negative  results. 

2.  Early  in  September  notification  was  received  of  a person  being  removed  to  hospital  as  a 
suspected  case  of  Typhoid  Fever.  This  person  had  been  taken  ill  on  his  return  from  a holiday  in 
Europe.  Investigations  were  carried  out  at  the  home  and  all  relevant  information  obtained.  Family 
contacts  were  excluded  from  work  or  school  until  the  necessary  specimens  had  been  reported 
negative  by  the  Laboratory  service.  After  tests  had  been  carried  out  on  the  patient  it  was  finally 
proved  not  to  be  a case  of  Typhoid. 

Again  in  September  their  was  a confirmed  Cholera  case  occuring  in  a man  from  Flintshire 
who  had  recently  returned  from  a holiday  abroad.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
notified  all  authorities  by  Telegram  and  letter  of  this  case  giving  all  relevant  information  for  what- 
ever action  considered  necessary.  Fortunately  there  were  no  contacts  from  this  area  necessitating 
any  investigation.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Fulwood 
Urban  District. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  to  the  area  during  1970,  and  samples  were  taken  regularly 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  All  of  these  maintained  a high  bacteriological  standard. 

Regular  samples  are  also  taken  by  the  water  board  staff  and  submitted  to  their  own  laboratory 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis.  Copies  of  the  results  of  these  examinations  are  forwarded 
to  this  Authority  for  information.

Extension  of  Additional  Area  fed  from  Haighton  Service  Reservoir 

Following  the  roofing  over  of  the  Haighton  Service  Reservoir,  which  reduces  the  risk  of 
aerial  pollution,  an  additional  area  in  Fulwood  South  was  turned  over  to  this  supply,  which  is  de- 
rived from  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s  Hodder  Aqueduct.  This  supply  can  be  given  an  extra  dose  of 
Chlorine  prior  to  entering  the  reservoir,  should  it  be  necessary. 

The  area  affected  requiring  an  average  extra  quantity  of  approximately  } million  gallons  per 
day  is  bounded  by  Woodplumpton  Road,  Cadley  Causeway,  the  northern  side  of  Watling  Street 
Road,  extending  in  an  easterly  direction  as  far  as  Sharoe  Green  Lane.  This  means  that  the  whole 
of  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  and  Civic  Hostel  complex  is  now  supplied  from  the  Fylde  Water 
Board  Bulk  Supply  via  Haighton.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

Under  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme,  effluent  from  this  area  is  dealt  with  at  the  Preston  Cor- 
poration Sewage  Works  at  Freckleton.  In  general  the  sewerage  system  continued  to  operate  satis- 
factorily throughout  the  year.  Extensions  to  the  system  were  laid  by  private  developers  to  serve  new 
housing  estates.  285  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  1970  and  all  were  connected  to  main  drain- 
age. 


Sanitary  Accommodation 

Nearly  all  properties  in  the  district  have  water  closets  installed  with  drainage  connected  to 
the  main  sewerage  system.  A number  of  properties  in  the  outlying  rural  areas  have  to  utilise  the 
Septic  Tank  system  of  drainage  as  there  are  no  main  drainage  facilities  available.  During  the  year 
a complete  survey  was  carried  out  of  all  agricultural  premises  and  other  properties  in  the  area  not 
served  by  main  drainage,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  only  two  premises  remain  which  still  have  pail 


closets  in  use.

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Public  Cleansing 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service,  and  a weekly  collection  for  the 
district  was  in  operation,  although  at  times  this  was  not  p>ossible  due  to  the  breakdown  of  the  col- 
lection vehicles.  There  were  8,580  movable  ashbins  which  had  be  be  cleared  regularly. 

The  controlled  tipping  system  was  in  operation  at  the  tip  situated  in  Longridge,  and  used 
jointly  with  Longridge  Urban  District  Council  throughout  the  year.  However  due  to  economic  fac- 
tors the  Council  decided  to  cease  using  the  Longridge  tip  and  join  with  Preston  Corporation  at 
their  tip  at  Freckleton.  This  change  will  take  place  with  effect  from  the  1st  April,  1971. 

HOUSING 

General 

With  the  majority  of  houses  being  owner  occupied  the  general  standard  in  the  district  remains 
at  a high  level.  There  are  no  unfit  houses  requiring  clearance  area  procedure  or  individual  demo- 
lition orders. 

Private  housing  development  continued  in  several  areas  during  the  year  under  review  and 
285  houses  were  completed  by  the  developers. 

Housing  of  the  Aged 

The  Council  owned  old  peoples  bungalow  estates  were  fully  occupied  during  the  year,  and 
have  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  occupants. 

Unfortunately  the  demand  for  this  special  accommodation  far  exceeds  the  supply,  and  there 
is  now  a considerable  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  any  bungalows  that  become  vacant.  It  may  well 
be  that  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a further  site  in  the  near  future. 

The  Fulwood  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  also  helps  to  provide  suitable  facilities  for  elderly 
persons.  Six  of  these,  together  with  resident  warden,  are  accommodated  in  the  house  provided  in 
Watling  Street  Road. 

The  Fulwood  Housing  Association  also  acquired  a large  older  type  house  and  intend  to 
adapt  this  for  a similar  purpose,  which  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  the  end  of  1971. 

Improvement  Grants 

Grants  may  be  made  by  a local  authority  towards  the  cost  of  improving  older  type  houses 
which  lack  certain  essential  amenities  such  as  water  closet,  bath,  hot  water  system  etc.  Details 
of  grant  applications  and  approvals  are  as  follows:-

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Inspections  of  Dwelling  Houses 

During  the  year  under  review  482  visits  were  made  to  3 1 1 houses  to  inspect  for  any  defects. 
At  240  properties  new  defects  were  found,  the  majority  being  of  an  easily  remedied  character,  and 
all  but  4 of  these  had  been  abated  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  5 Statutory 
Notices  and  7 informal  notices  in  order  to  get  certain  works  of  repair  carried  out. 

One  rented  property  was  found  to  be  in  a very  bad  state  of  repair  but  capable  of  being  rend- 
ered fit  at  a reasonable  expense.  A notice  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act  1957  was  served 
on  the  owner  to  carry  out  the  necessary  repairs.  As  the  notice  was  only  served  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  it  is  not  likely  to  be  complied  with  until  1971.  Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first 
time  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  serve  notice  under  this  section  for  major  repairs  in  the  last 
fourteen  years. 


Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  to  exist  during  the  year. 

Housing  Applicants 

New  applications  for  council  houses  and  old  peoples  accommodation  continued  to  be  received 
during  the  year,  and  these  unfortunately  far  exceed  the  number  of  applicants  rehoused.  2 houses 
and  6 bungalows  became  vacant  and  were  relet  during  1970.  The  Council  have  now  approved  the 
building  of  48  one  and  two  bedroomed  flats  on  land  jin  Mill  Lane,  and  work  on  these  should  com- 
mence in  1971.  This  type  of  accommodation  has  been  needed  for  some  time  in  Fulwood  and  on 
completion  should  go  a long  way  to  solving  present  housing  problems.

During  the  year  temporary  use  was  made  of  Manor  House  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane  to  relieve 
the  overcrowding  at  Our  Lady  and  St.  Edward’s  School.  It  is  exacted  that  work  will  commence 
in  1971  on  the  building  of  the  new  permanent  school  (St.  Clares)  in.  Sharoe  Green  Lane  North. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  1970  to  make  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  in  the 
district,  nor  did  we  have  to  consider  the  revocation  of  existing  orders  as  other  authorities  had  done 
due  to  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels.  The  percentage  of  properties  in  the  two  existing 
smoke  control  areas  where  solid  smokeless  fuel  was  used  was  relatively  small  and  it  was  not  en- 
visaged that  any  difficulty  dn  obtaining  the  necessary  fuel  would  be  encountered.  This  decision  was 
proved  correct  as  the  problem  of  a fuel  shortage  never  arose. 

It  is  pleasing  to  > report  that  the  Council  have  now  decided  to  recommence  the  Smoke  Con- 
trol Programme,  with  the  next  order  to  come  into  operation  in  1972.  This  once  again  is  a step  in 
the  right  direction  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  work  will  proceed  without  further  interruption  so 
that  the  whole  of  Fulwood  can  enjoy  the  benefit  of  clean  air  as  soon  as  possible. 


SHOPS  ACT  1950 

The  County  Council  being  the  Shops  Act  Authority  for  this  area,  have  delegated  certain  func- 
tions to  this  Council.  These  functions  are  mainly  concerned  with  heating,  lighting,  ventilation, 
temperature,  washing  lacilities  and  hours  of  employment  for  young  persons.  Reports  on  such  in- 
spections are  made  direct  to  the  County  Council,  and  during  1970  53  inspections  were  made. 

Shops  where  persons  are  employed  also  come  under  the,  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  20  visits  were  made  to  shops  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

for  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1970 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  CouncU, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  fourteenth.  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  on  the  work 
of  the  department  for  the  year  1970. 

This  current  year  has  seen  an  almost  complete  change  in  the  staff  of  my  department.  At  the 
beginning  of  November,  Mr.  I.  R.  Foster  who  was  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  moved  to  a 
similar  position  with  another  authority.  Due  to  this  I was  without  an  assistant  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  and  for  part  of  1971  until  Mr.  T.  F.  Moore  joined  us  on  the  1st  February  from  Blackburn 
County  Borough. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Singleton  who  as  General  Assistant  had  given  the  department  and  the  Council  such 
excellent  service  for  twelve  years  left  on  obtaining  a better  position  with  Preston  County  Borough. 
I wish  him  well  in  this  new  more  responsible  position.  We  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of 
Mr.  E.  Roe  to  replace  him. 

Finally  Mrs.  S.  Hargreaves  who  had  only  been  with  us  for  about  twelve  months  left  at  the 
end  of  July  and  Miss  S.  Greene  was  appointed  to  take  her  place  as  Clerk/Typist. 


This  has  been  another  year  of  uncertainty  with  regard  to  the  Reorganisation  of  Local  Gov- 
ernment with  the  subject  being  discussed,  shelved,  altered  and  further  discussed  but  still  no  definite 
decision  has  been  forthcoming.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  approved  the 
designation  of  the  new  Central  Lancashire  City  (in  which  Fulwood  is  included)  in  April,  but  with 
a change  of  government  in  June  the  fate  of  the  proposed  new  city  was  left  in  the  air,  the  Redcliffe 
Maud  report  on  re-organisation  was  squashed,  and  new  ideas  on  the  same  subject  were  eagerly 
awaited.  In  due  course  the  new  government’s  White  Paper  on  re-organisation  was  published.  This 
proposed  a two  tier  system  which  has  many  points  in  its  favour,  but  in  the  case  of  environmental 
health  matters,  it  was  suggested  that  the  various  functions  should  be  split  between  top  tier  authority 
and  district  council.  Such  as  Food  and  Drugs,  Smoke  Control  and  other  environmental  health  func- 
tions were  in  the  list  to  be  administered  by  the  top  tier  or  County  authority.  Others  remain  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  district  Council.  The  fragmentation  of  environmental  health  functions  can 
only  be  classed  as  a retrograde  step,  certainly  not  in  keeping  with  the  desire  to  improve  local  gov- 
ernment in  this  re-organisation.  I feel  that  all  environmental  health  matters,  in  particular  Clean 
Air,  Food  Hygiene  etc.,  can  be  better  administered  by  the  District  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspec- 
tors who  are  more  closely  in  touch  with  local  conditions,  situations  and  day  to  day  problems,  than 
the  ofiicers  of  a top  tier  authority  who  have  to  deal  with  a much  larger  area  and  may  therefore 
become  too  remote  from  the  local  aspect  of  public  health. 

1970  was  European  Conservation  Year.  Organised  under  the  Council  of  Europe  its  aims  were 
and  are,  to  emphasise  the  importance  of,,  and  to  endeavour  to  improve,  the  environment  in  which 
we  live.  In  order  to  improve  the  environment  we  must  try  to  remove  the  many  and  varied  sources 
of  p)ollution  which  affect  our  daily  lives.  The  smoke,  grit,  dust  and  fumes  which  p)our  forth  into 
the  atmosphere  from  countless  chimneys,  both  industrial  and  domestic,  the  fumes  emitted  at  very 
low  level  by  motor  vehicles,  the  ever  increasing  levels  of  noise,  the  obnoxious  industrial  effluents 
which  are  being  discharged  into  the  rivers  and  streams,  and  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish 
of  all  kinds  all  over  the  countryside,  are  but  a few  of  the  important  aspects  of  pollution  which  must 
be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible  if  some  of  the  aims  of  Conservation  Year  1970  are  to  be 
achieved. 
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One  of  our  Fulwood  residents  however  failed  to  assist  in  achieving  these  aims,  when  being 
somewhat  irate  at  not  having  her  dustbin  emptied  she  proceeded  to  deposit  the  contents  of  the  said 
dustbin  on  the  front  doorstep  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  This  was  somewhat  annoying,  as 
after  all,  the  refuse  collection  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Apart 
from  choosing  the  wrong  doorstep  for  her  protest,  the  person  had  to  answer  a summons  in  Court 
and  was  subsequently  fined  £10  under  the  Litter  Act. 

During  the  year  under  review  a complete  survey  of  all  agricultural  premises  was  carried  out, 
together  with  other  properties  in  the  outlying  rural  areas,  where  no  main  drainage  facilities  are 
available.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  from  this  survey  it  was  found  that  only  two  properties 
remain  in  Fulwood  which  still  have  a pail  closet.  All  others  now  have  flush  water  closets  utilising 
the  Septic  Tank  system  of  drainage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  remaining  two  will  be  converted 
in  the  near  future. 

After  a decrease  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  in  1969  at  the  private  slaughterhouse  in 
the  district,  1970  came  more  back  to  normal  with  a total  of  12,450  animals  killed  as  against  10,515 
the  previous  year,  necessitating  362  visits  compared  with  323  in  1969.  Apart  from  the  few  casualty 
animals  sent  in  for  emergency  slaughter,  the  throughput  from  this  slaughterhouse  is  of  a very  good 
quality  which  is  consistently  maintained. 

New  legislation  issued  in  1970  which  come  within  the  province  of  the  health  department  is 
listed  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The  main  item  was  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970, 
which,  however,  does  not  come  into  force  until  March  1971.  These  Regulations  amend  and  consoli- 
date the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960  and  1962.  There  are  some  important  changes 
made  by  these  Regulations,  such  as,  open  food  must  be  protected  by  covering  or  screening,  against 
contamination  by  dirt  and  the  actions  of  customers;  food  traders  are  required  to  separate  unsound 
food  from  sound  food,  provide  storage  space  for  rejected  food  whilst  awaiting  disposal  and  guard 
against  the  risk  of  unsound  food  again  becoming  mixed  with  sound  food.  Handlers  of  open  food 
are  required  to  wear  clean  and  washable  over  clothing,  and  the  packing  or  storing  of  eggs,  fruit  and 
vegetables  in  farm  premises  is  now  subject  to  a number  of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  1969  did  not  create  the 
additional  work  or  problems  we  may  have  expected.  During  1970  only  four  applications  for  these 
certificates  were  received  from  the  owners  of  property  in  Fulwood.  One  of  these  was  subsequently 
withdrawn  and  the  other  three  were  refused  by  the  Council  as  the  houses  in  question  were  not 
considered  to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair.  If  and  when  a qualification  certificate  is  issued  the 
owner  may  apply  to  the  local  rent  officer  for  the  fixing  of  a fair  rent  for  that  property.  This  could 
be  a useful  piece  of  legislation  as  it  enables  the  landlord  to  get  a fair  return  on  outlay,  and  at 
the  same  time  ensures  that  the  tenants  can  enjoy  full  amenities  in  well  maintained  houses.  It 
remains  to  be  seen  whether  there  is  sufficient  interest  in  this,  and  if  it  will  achieve  the  object 
intended. 

As  in  previous  years,  visits  have  been  paid  to  all  types  of  premises  in  the  district  to  inspect 
for  compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations.  Details  of  these  are  tabulated  in  the  follow- 
ing pages. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  sup- 
port and  confidence  during  the  year.  Dr.  Walker  for  his  help  and  guidance,  and  all  the  staff  for 
their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.

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RENT  ACT 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  above  act  during  the  year,  although  occasionally  minor 
queries  had  to  be  dealt  with. 


HOUSING  ACT  1969 

This  act  made  provision  for  the  amendment  of  rents  of  controlled  tenancies,  provided  the 
house  in  question  satisfied  a certain  standard  of  amenity  and  repair.  Owners  of  property  could 
make  application  on  the  appropriate  forms  to  the  local  authority  for  a Qualification  Certificate  in 
respect  of  any  house  under  their  control.  If  a Qua  lification  Certificate  is  granted  by  the  Local  Auth- 
ority then  the  owner  can  apply  to  the  rent  officer  for  the  registration  of  a fair  rent.  In  considering 
an  application  for  a qualification  certificate  the  authority  had  to  be  satisfied  that  the  house  was 
provided  with  the  standard  amenities  (namely  a fixed  bath  or  shower,  wash  hand  basin,  sink, 
water  closet  and  hot  and  cold  water  supply),  and  was  also  in  good  state  of  repair.  It  would  seem 
that  this  is  yet  another  attempt  to  succeed  in  the  improvement  of  older  property,  where  the  Rent 
Acts  of  1957  and  1965  failed  to  really  achieve  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  intended. 

Four  applications  for  qualification  certificates  were  received  in  1970.  One  was  subsequently 
withdrawn,  the  other  three  were  refused  as  the  houses  were  not  in  a good  state  of  repair. 


FOOD  SUPERVISION 


The  table  below  gives  details  of  the  milk  samples  taken  in  the  district  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Brucellosis  found,  with  all  but  two  of  the  samples  giving  a ring  test  nega- 
tive result.  No  definite  result  was  obtained  from  the  other  two  samples.

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ICE  CREAM 


There  are  no  manufacturing  concerns  in  this  area,  and  the  ice  cream  sold  is  pre  wrapped 
and  obtained  from  two  well-known  national  manufacturers.  There  are  35  shops  in  the  district  which 
are  registered  for  the  sale  of  this  commodity. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

A full  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with  362  visits  being 
made  to  the  private  slaughterhouse.  The  number  of  animals  killed  in  1970  shows  an  increase  of  15% 
over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  two  new  butchers  shops  were  opened  in  the  district  bringing  the  total  to  15. 
One  of  these  was  on  a new  housing  estate,  the  other  being  a conversion  and  change  of  use  of  an 
existing  shop.

Examination  of  Other  Foods 

During  the  year  43  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  to  inspect  an  assortment  of  food.  In 
most  cases  we  were  called  in  by  the  shopkeeper  to  examine  some  item  of  foodstuff  about  which  he 
was  doubtful  as  to  its  fitness  for  consumption. 

42  lbs.  of  assorted  canned  and  bottled  foods  were  subsequently  condemned  and  destroyed. 


Food  Premises  in  the  District 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year  in  the  number  and  types  of  food 
premises  in  the  area:- 

A new  wet  fish  shop  opened,  and  one  closed  down  with  subsequent  change  of  use  to  non 
food  type. 

A large  existing  shop  converted  into  two,  one  half  being  for  a butchers,  the  other  for  con- 
fectionery. 

Three  newly  constructed  shops  were  opened  on  an  extensive  housing  estate,  butchers,  gro- 
cers and  sweet  shop.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  district  subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  is  99.  The 
majority  of  these  maintain  a fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  operation  under  the  appro- 
priate regulations.  In  only  isolated  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  carry  out  more  frequent  inspec- 
tions to  ensure  that  the  premises  were  kept  up  to  the  standard  required.

The  two  processing  plants  in  the  district  are  of  extremes,  one  being  a large  modern  building 
with  up  to  date  equipment  which  continually  maintains  a very  good  standard  throughout.  The  other 
being  small,  in  an  older  type  of  property  with  no  scope  for  expansion  sometimes  presents  prob- 
lems, although  the  end  product  is  found  to  be  very  satisfactory.  Both  owners  and  staff  are  co-opera- 
tive, and  the  present  inspection  system  in  operation  works  fairly  well,  although  it  is  certainly  not 
an  entirely  satisfactory  arrangement,  but  in  present  circumstances  is  the  only  one  possible. 


Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  or  mice  and  necessitating  an  eradi- 
cation treatment  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  understandable  considering  the 
increase  in  building  which  has  taken  place  and  the  consequent  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system. 

All  agricultural  premises  were  surveyed  during  the  year,  but  only  at  13  was  any  evidence 
of  infestation  found.  The  majority  of  these  premises  are  covered  by  contracts  with  private  pest 
control  firms. 

The  four  brooks  in  the  area  were  regularly  inspected  for  infestation  and  treated  when  neces- 
sary.
